NOTES FROM 


There are different ways of cul- 
tivating in the late fall which will 
be beneficial. 

Deep tillage with cultivators 
should be used on fallow fields es- 
pecially if perennial weeds are a 
problem. This stroke will open up 
the soil allowing the frost to do 
damage to the quack grass or this- 
the running root systems. In ad- 
dition to this it allows for moisture 
penetration and the ridges prevent 
excessive run-off in the spring. 

On stubble fields where perennial 
weeds are the main problem, the 
harmful effect to the weeds is the 
same. Heavy duty cultivators will 
not plug in the straw trash but will 
spread it and help in the = incor- 
poration of the straw in the soil. 
Again the mechanical breaking of 
the soil allows for better moisture 
penetration. 

If the main problem is annual 
weeds or volunteer grain, surface 
tillage is best. This can be done 
With tiller, discs or disc harrows, 
the effectiveness of each depending 
greatly on the amount of straw 
cover. In all cases if the tillage 
is carried out, the trash breakdown 
Will be speeded up and an earlier, 
better weed growth in the spring 
will result. This of course will al- 
low for an effective weed killing 
cultivation in the spring before 
seeding. 

When fall tillage is carried out 
the tiller or discer blades must be 
sharp to cut the straw and pene- 
trate the soil. Cultivators will do 
best for mechanically opening the 
soil if the spike teeth are used and 
a depth of approximately six in- 
ches js maintained.

READING INABILITY 
SAID CRIME CAUSE 


Monteral eye specialist, Dr. J. V. 
V. Nicholls says juvenile crime of- 
ten has a connection with difficulty 
in reading at school. 

A youngster might become in- 
creasingly sensative and develop an 
emotional block because he could 
tot keep up in reading at school 
and because he was scokled for it 
at home, Dr. Nicholls tokd the Can- 
adian Opthalmological Society last 


“Bight per cent of delinquents in 
New York have a reading disability. 
I'm not saying that because they 
can’t read they go out and stab 
people, but there is no doubt that 
delinquency and poor reading are 
often linked together.” 


Between 20 and 40 per cent of 
otherwise normal children are re- 
tarded readers, said Dr. Nicholls. 


Ten times more boys are affected 
than girls, who are usually about 
six months ahead of boys in men- 
tal development when they leave 
school 

He said most cases of slow read- 
ing by normally intelligent children 
are due ‘to emotionally factors, not 
poor eyesight
